— Bacteriological  examinations  have 
been  carried  out  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Northampton.

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. — Infectious  cases  are  removed  by 
the  ambulance  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board.  Non-infectious  and 
accident  cases  are  removed  by  the  ambulances  under  the  admin- 
istration of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. — The  District  Nursing  Association 
which  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  provides  the 
services  of  whole  time  nurses  for  general  cases. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. — Two  County  Council 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  were  held  monthly.  One  at  Cottingham 
and  the  other  at  Wilbarston.  A Medical  Officer  attends  each  month. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  weekly  at  the 
Health  Clinic,  Market  Street,  Kettering. 

Orthopaedic  cases  attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  clinics  at 
Kettering  and  Corby  and  persons  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases 
are  treated  at  the  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital  every 
Thursday  evening  under  the  County  Council  scheme. 
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Under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  arrangements  were  continued 
during  the  year  for  the  free  treatment  of  persons  infected  with 
scabies.  The  following  numbers  received  treatment : —

SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  past  year  no  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  quality 
or  quantity  of  the  water  supply.  Samples  taken  from  public  piped 
supplies  for  bacteriological  examinations  ; half-yearly,  proved  to 
be  satisfactory.  These  supplies  are  chlorinated  at  the  Council’s 
pumping  stations.  There  are  3304  dwellings  in  the  district,  1623 
of  which  have  access  to  a piped  supply,  1102  having  internal  taps, 
521  relying  on  standpipes.  Further,  of  the  above  1623  houses 
805  obtain  water  from  public  mains,  615  from  privately  owned 
estate  mains,  and  203  from  private  wells  with  various  means  of 
pumping  to  a piped  system. 

Of  the  seven  villages  included  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Corby 
Water  Company,  schemes  are  about  to  be  commenced  in  the  villages 
of  Geddington,  Newton,  Oakley  and  Weldon.  It  is  hoped  to  get  .a 
supply  for  Harrington,  Loddington  and  Orton  from  the  main  to  be 
laid  from  the  Northampton  Corporation  supply  at  Harrington 
Aerodrome  to  Rothwell.  As  there  seems  to  be  little  chance  of  a 
supply  from  Uppingham  to  Gretton  local  sources  of  supply  are  being 
investigated.  The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  -to  villages  in 
the  north-west  part  of  the  district  is  in  abeyance,  pending  the  deci- 
sion as  to  the  formation  of  a County  Water  Board. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Schemes  for  drainage  have  been  prepared  for  Braybrooke, 
Cottingham,  Middleton,  East  Carlton,  Geddington,  Grafton  Under- 
wood, Gretton,  Rushton,  Stanion  and  Weldon.  Village  septic 
tanks  have  been  cleaned  out.  New  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Broughton  are  receiving  attention. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  were  received  as  to  any  pollution. 

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  contract  and  hard  refuse  is  collected 
at  Broughton,  Cransley,  Cranford,  Geddington,  Grafton  Underwood, 
Gretton,  Harrington,  Loddington,  Newton,  Pytchley,  Rockingham, 
Rushton,  Thorpe  Malsor  and  Weldon. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. 

Under  contract  with  this  Council  the  village  refuse  tips  are 
periodically  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Eleven  licences  were  granted  for  a period  of  twelve  months  to 
moveable  dwellings  stationed  in  the  district,  the  situation  of  the 
sites  being  two  at  Broughton,  one  at  Gottingham,  and  eight  at 
Weldon.  A licence  was  refused  for  a caravan  at  Geddington, 
and  it  was  removed.  Twenty-one  visits  were  made  to  moveable 
dwellings  during  the  year. 

Verminous  Houses. 

Two  cases  of  infestations  with  bed  bugs  were  reported  during  the 
year,  and  were  successfully  dealt  with. 

Disinfection. 

* 

Fumigation  of  all  rooms  where  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria 
occurred  has  been  carried  out,  and  the  facilities  at  London  Road 
Institution  have  been  utilised  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  bed- 
ding. Seventy-two  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  control 
of  infectious  diseases  and  forty-seven  rooms  were  fumigated.

Housing  Survey. 

The  survey  of  housing  conditions  in  the  district,  as  recommended 
in  the  Hobhouse  report,  is  proceeding,  and  up  to  the  31st  December, 
1945,  1569  houses  had  been  inspected,  covering  the  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  older  property  in  the  area. 

Of  the  houses  surveyed  551  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  to  such  an  extent  as  to  require  as  a minimum  substantial 
reconstruction,  at  least  one  half  being  so  badly  sited  and  structually 
unsound  that  they  can  only  reasonably  be  dealt  with  by  demolition.

Meat  Supply. 

No  slaughtering  of  meat  for  sale  was  carried  out  in  the  district, 
as  this  is  now  centralised  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  abattoirs. 

There  is  one  licensed  Knackers  Yard  is  use  and  11  slaughtermen 
are  licensed  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 
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Registration  of  Food  Premises. 

The  granting  of  registration  to  premises  used  for  the  manufacture 
or  sale  of  ice  cream  or  the  preparation  of  preserved  foods  under 
Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  has  been  deferred  for 
the  war  period. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

Only  one  fried  fish  shop,  situated  at  Broughton,  is  in  use.  No 
nuisance  has  arisen. 

Bakehouses. 

Eighteen  bakehouses  are  in  use  in  the  area,  seven  of  which  use 
mechanical  power.  Whitewashing  of  premises  was  carried  out  as 
required,  and  the  service  of  written  notices  proved  unnecessary. 

Other  Foods. 

Food  condemned  during  the  year  comprised  the  following  : —

SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  disease  was  mild  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
Twenty-seven  out  of  the  forty-four  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria. — There  was  one  case  of  diphtheria  in  an  adult.  The 
patient  was  removed  to  hospital  and  recovered.  The  patient  had 
not  received  prophylactic  inoculation. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia . — One  case  was  notified  ; the  patient  was 
nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Erysipelas. — Two  cases  were  notified  ; both  were  nursed  at 
home  and  recovered. 

CerebroSpinal  Fever. — Two  cases  were  notified.  They  were 
removed  to  hospital  and  recovered. 

Measles. — There  was  a sharp  outbreak  of  measles  mainly  in 
the  early  summer.  All  were  nursed  at  home  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  four  cases  of  whooping  cough 
notified.  These  cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Pneumonia. — Three  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  were 
notified.  All  were  nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Tuberculosis. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
These  Regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was 
taken  during  1945. 
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Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62  and  Public  Health  Actr 
1936,  Section  172.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby 
an  infectious  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily 
removed  to  hospital. 

Six  cases  of  respiratory  and  three  cases  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Four  persons  died  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Government  Evacuation  Scheme. 

During  the  year  the  Scheme  came  to  a close  and  in  June,  48 
children  and  3 adults  returned  to  London  with  an  official  party. 
Seven  unaccompanied  children,  who  were  unable  to  return  home 
for  various  reasons,  remained  billeted  in  the  district. 

The  total  number  of  persons  received  and  billeted  in  the 
district  from  September,  1939,  to  June,  1945,  was  4,078,  of  whom 
1,722  were  unaccompanied  school  children.
